THE CURRENCY PROBLEM. 

Uri Balfour Constde^s It the Height of Folly 
for Eoglaud to isolate Herself by Hold- 
ing: Oat fi>r Qold. 

London, April 4. — The annual meeting 
of tho bi-metallio league waa bold yesterday 
at tha Manaion house, the olliolal residence 
of the lord mayor of London. Sir Joseph 
DImsdalo proaldod. Among thoee present 
wore Lord George Hamilton, tho Duke of 
Fife and Sir Donald McFarlano and Charlea 
H. Vincent, membera of tho House of Com- 
mons. Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, Conaerva- 
tlve leader of the House of Commons, made 
a atrong epeeoh in favor of tho double 
standard. He aald that the belief in bi 
metalliem ia growing, not only in London 
and elsewhere in Great Britain, but through- 
out tho oiviiized world. One great change 
is noticeable. It is seldom now asserted 
that bi motalliam is intrinBloally Impossible, 
Some poreons admit that mono-metallkm In 
a largo portion of the world bad depreciated 
prices and put a bond on imports. Thna, 
for inataooe, Great Britain btiys from In 
dia and other ooantries wheat aba price bo 
low its legitimate value, and bbete persona 
figuro that this Is an adrantage to tbe oon 
eumera, and therofore benefits the maaa of 
tho community. Mr. Balfour declared, 
however, that he waa convinced that nobody 
In the oity ia an foolish ua to suppoee that 
the intaroptaof Grt>at Britain are benefitted 
generally by an unlimited fall in pricea. 

The atrongeat argument of tho mono 
metalliats, said Mr. Balfour, is "lot well 
enough ulono," Bui; bl-motalllBta oak, ia It 
well enough 1 People talk of tho excellence 
of the Britiah syslom, but they find, al- 
though the gold etandard obtained In Groat 
Britain, that ailver is the currency of Hong- 
kong and the Straits Settlement, while in 
India debts are paid in Bomothing which is 
neither allvor nor gold, but tho atrongeat 
producn of mono-metallic ingenuity the 
world haa over soon, and aa arbitrary as any 
forced paper currency, and expensive aa any 
motallio ourrenoy tho world has ever heard 
of — a standard varying according to tho 
arbitrary will ol tho Finance Minister (f 
India, Thia trlplo system ia manifeatly 
ridlculouB, Some alteration of tbia system 
ia imporatively required. If Britons will 
turn to the world at large they will find the 
case much stronger. To consider home 
intcrcata alone in framing a ourrenoy, 
while Groat Britain is oooneoted by foreign 
countrieB by every commercial tie, Is a vio- 
lation of the common sense of every practi- 
cal bualDeas man. When the country de- 
pends for its very bread on foreign nations, 
and if it were out off could nob live a day, 
and would have ruin staring ib in 'the facer 
it ia the heigbth of folly to pracbice Iiolabion 
rcapooting the currency medium. He did 
not believe that the comtaon' sense of the 
nation would long tolerate snob a state of 
things. In view of what wa8'pr6oeeding in 
Qnrmany, America and France, "and even 
in Great Britain, he was oonvinoed that 
men of all classes would soon oombine to 
end the reproach to oar oivilization. 

Tho meeting adopted a report of progress. 
The league haa decided to raiae a jjuoranty 
fund of £100,000 to be devoted to tho pro- 
pagation of the bl-metallic movement. Fifty 
thousand ponnda has already been privately 
snbsorlbed.

KO HELP NEEDED 

la Great Britain's Answer to Unltcil States 
Oiler of Mediation In Nlcarasua. 

Wasiiinoton, April 4. — There is reason 
to believe that the Britiah government has 
given Ambassador Bayard to understand, in 
reaponse to bis representation in the Vene- 
zuelan boundary matter, and on his tuggea- 
tion that it bn anbmitted to arbitration, that 
it mual peraiat to regard tho subject aa one 
in which Groat Britain and Venezuela alono 
are concerned. Of couree, tho Idea was set 
out very diplomatioally and courteously, so 
aa to avoid giving otionoo aa far as poaaiblo, 
while atill making it plain that the United 
Statea could not bo regarded as having any 
proper intureet in tho matter. 

There arn indioationa that tho British 
foreign eiiiciala are willing to diiicuaa this 
feature of tho cuso with Mr. Bayard ut 
lungth, so things may drag along for many 
montha unleau a rolliBiou occurs between tho 
Bciiiiiii uuii Veut^uolun forocs in the dis- 
puted territory or the new Minnesota syn- 
dicate forces negotiations by beginning 
operalione under the large conooasion it haa 
obtoined from Vontzuola of lands in that 
territory. 

Tho apparent ofTocta of Mr. Bayard'a 
ofTurta are being watched with intense in- 
tercBt by all the diplomatic interests of the 
South and Central American oonntriea sta- 
tioned at Washington. One of these repre- 
sentatives, In speaking on the snbjaot, auid 
a majority of the South American republics 
were staggering under foreign debts, and 
were unable to meet their obligations. Tbo 
qacation oonfrnntiug these countries is 
whether the United will stand by and 
allow the creditor nations to oolleot tbeae 
dolita by forcj. Meanwhile, to afcrengthen 
their claim for protection upon tho United 
Statea, there ia in progreaa omong tho 
amaller and weaker ropubhca a riiovemunt to 
entangle their intereala with our own, oo as 
lo miiko it a matter of deep concorii to our 
people ohould any luiropoan power attack 
Ihem.

Tho firat pass in the duel between min- 
eral claim owners immediately round Roaa- 
land and the Nelson it Fort Sheppard rail- 
way was made this week. A power of at- 
torney has been filed In the Hossland record 
office from F. U. Loring to G. I. Crane an- 
thorizing him to make oontraota with per- 
sons occupying building aibes OD the Alice 
mineral claim, who are by Chia to pay rents 
to him. Tho settlers on the gronod are not 
likely to pay rent to anyone until they 
know just who is entitled to exact it. Th 
mineral act of 1S95 restores sutfice rights so 
long as mineral olaima are held for tho pur 
peae of extracting minerals, but it does not 
repeal any clanse in previous acts which 
states that every location shall be governed 
by the law under which it was located. 

Till lately the Groat Western mining 
claim was like the Trail Creek mining camp 
as a whole — neither well known nor much 
thought of. It was staked by Joe Miohaud 
and sold by him to Gus Jackson for $240, 
It was, however, tho biggest and most spec- 
ulative proposition in tho camp. With 
oharaoteristic audacity John M. Burke 
tackled the prospect. He bonded it early 
in this month for $12,500, and having Inter- 
ested J. B. Jonos of Spokane in tho venture, 
he started in to eeo what ho had got. Pre- 
cisely a week after tho firat shot was put in 
the ore changed and it could be said for a 
certainty chat tho Great W^estern was a 
mine, and a big one. Tho lodge is fifty feet 
wide on the surface and the whole Soor of 
the shaft ia in ore. John M. Burko and J. 
B. Jones left for Spokane on Thursday 
loaded down with samples and in the hap- 
piest spirits over the oatlook. 

When the Fllgrim-Monita mine closed 
down the beKioning of this week it was not 
beoanae the mine was looking bad, for it waa 
looking better with every ahot, but because 
of trouble arising out of the confliotlDg In- 
terests of the parties interested in the bond. 
The old agreement was nullified and a fresh 
one entered Into by which tho two claims 
are bought for SIO.OOD Ciioh, the purchaser 
agreeing to aee that both claims are ropro- 
sented, but not to obtain a crown grant for 
either until everything ia paid up. Two 
thousand dollars were paid down on each of 
the claims. Forty thousand dollars is the 
highest price yet paid for any mining prop- 
erty in Trail Creek. 

The Trail Creek ore is dumped into wag- 
ons when it leaves tho Mino without being 
sacked or sorted. It ia then tranaported in- 
to Northport, where direct connection ia 
made from tho wagon to tho car, or to Trail, 
where a tranafor by atoamboat down tho 
river is necesaary. Tho ore la then shipped 
by rail to the smelter. Most of it hitherto 
has gone either to the Montana Smelting k 
Refitting Works at Great Falls, or to the 
Taooma smeller. Because of its eicesa of 
iron, which amonnts to about 25 per cent., 
the ore is exeeedtngly valuable to the smel- 
ters, as a flux, and m it saves them from 
baying iron ore tbey are wiliiog to pay a 
premium for it. Before it can be smelted the 
sulphur has to be roasted oat of it. After 
roasting it is mixed with silver ores and 
smelted ; when it leaves the smelter, 
the product is sent Eist where It Is 
refined and the component parts of gold, 
silver and copper Bcparatod. What becomea 
• if the output of Trail Creek after it leaves 
I'lo refinery is impossible to trace j bnt tho 
f.'uciia may be hazarded that the gold goes to 
I'^uropo. 

1'. (./'lark is reported in tho .Spokesman- 
Review as saying of tho \\'ar Kiglu dual : I 
hud nn idea of atrlkiiig such oro an v^'o are 
now working in. I figured on or f.'fl) 
ore, and calculated that by putting in reduc- 
tion works and securing hotter transporta- 
I ion facilities there would bo a hoihU profit. 
I went to Butte and olferod Lho Htock there 
at li.'. contn a share, but nobody wanted 
Trail Crook mines then, and nobody took 
mo up. I came back to Spokane and waited 
here two weeks before tho company could 
dispose of tho last hlook of 80,000 sharea at 
6,|, cents. I went to Butto in 1870, and was 
foreman of the first mino that put in hoist- 
ing works, ami 1 ain natlsfiod that at that 
time Butte could not make the aurfaco allow- 
ing now made by Trull Creek. It is the 
best thing I have ever encountered, and it 
will do much to build up Spokane. 

The Tacoma smelter, which gets so mooh 
of the Kootonay ores, employed (52 men In 
Febrnary, and tho pay-roll was $5,019.

Each ovon 
will hold a ohargo of thirty-five cords of 
wood. Tho brick will be mado at Pilot 
Bay, a foot strata of good olay having 
been discovered thero. 

At tho No. 1 mino, in Ainsworth district, 
tho concentrator ia turning out four tons of 
concentrates a day, tho supply of water be- 
ing Inauffioient. Twenty fivo tona wore 
shipped to tho Pilot Bay smelter thia week, 
and tho ehipmenta of carbonate ore will 
average about five tona a day. 

It ia rumored that presldosit Van Home 
of the Canadian Pacific railway is shortly 
to take a look at the Slocan country, in 
order to size up the situation. It is said 
that he believes electric tramways can bo 
built to conoeot most of tho mines on the 
South Fork with the railway at Three 
Forks. Should this scheme he practicable, 
eeveral oonosotrators are likely to bo erect- 
ed near the Forks. 

There is oonslderabie rivalry between the 
night and day gangs at the Pilot Bay 
smelter as to whioh can draw off the most 
bnllion on a shift. So far, the night shift 
oarries the broom, they having drawn off 
.(.')7 bars In twelve hours. The bars weigh 
102 pounds each.

An investigation developed 
the fact that tho rumor was circulated in 
Chicago and Montreal before it reaobod 
here. The market dosed firm with the ex- 
ception of sugar, whioh was weak.

ating what appear as sinttle stars into sya- 
toma, and in mapping out the heavens. The 
(|uestion at length resolves itaelf into : 
What does Holden, the director of Liok 
observatory, say t What can Barnard, ibat 
wonderful fellow who found the fifth satel- 
lite of Jupiter and bus picked up more 
comets than any niun living, what oan he 
see'.' And, Buro oiuuigh, when a favorable 
oppoaition occurred — that ia, when Mara 
got to a point where it was neureat the 
earth, the markinga looked at through the 
Lick telescope became plain aa a plkeataff 
and Rjkrnard could see them with his eyes 
shut. 

Now lb ia Burprising bow many astrono- 
mers could find these same markinga on 
Mars, which they hud previously ecoutod 
the idea of, when the evidence Batlafiad 
them that they exiated and they wore told 
exactly where to look for them. Obaervera 
at Harvard, at Princeton, at Rocheater, at 
John Hopkina', at Denver, at St. Louie, at 
Greenwich, and in fact obaervera pretty 
nearly everywhere whore the Bkiea are 
fairly clour und the olr moderately steady, 
made out Schiaptaolli'a canals with the 
least bit of trouble in the world. Indeed a 
recent writer has gono eo far aa to prove 
entirely to hia own aatiafaction that Seliiap- 
arelli did not diaoovor the oanala at all, 
(which in point of fact may be plainly seen 
in drawinga made years before he was ever 
heard of by a celebrated English savant), 
and that all that the Italian ever did waa 
to give them a name which baa led people 
everywhere astray ua to their real churaoter. 
However that may be at last the fact was 
established at all events that Bome very 
peculiar markings were visible on the sur- 
face of the planet which had been scrutiniz- 
ed so olosely and so minutely. 

Than came the question : What are these 
wonder'nl markings and what do 
they indicate ? Are they artificial or arethey 
natural phenomena t Are they canals, and 
do they contain water! Time would fail to 
tell of all the gueaaes whioh were mads on 
the eubjeot and a ream of paper would hard- 
ly contain the charta made of the ao called 
Cinulfl. Porcival Lowell, who is i iie observ- 
er ut a at at ion in Ariz/ma eatablialiod by the 
nurvar<i Ccjlh H'' obaervatory, thought them 
HO mulhi'iiiuliL-ally laid out that the iri'jirea- 
aion wan irrt nin: ilile 1 hut thi^y wore urtifiLial. 
.Someone elao told him tliat nothing could he 
more guometric illy i xuct than Hoiii..' thit g3 
nul ui c t urned out , ua witneaa the Hiiow lUkea 
und rocks und cryatula of vuricua kindu. 
I'rofoaaor Pick.Tirg of Hurvurii ( 'nllegc! H.Jd 
that they werin'i. cunula anyway, and I lial 
they ^v^■ro ui auch vaai ex'.ent that no c-ua 
turo could 1)1! i'liagiued ci|uul to the tank of 
construcing tiioni. Then it waa Huid 
that there wasn't any water in 
them ; whioh led to a diacuBBlon ua to whoi h'jr 
there wua any water on Mara. Hence 
followed further inveatigation aa to th'i nir 
on Mars, and very curious and iugeniouH ex 
perlments were resorted to to diacovir if 
there was any atmosphere on Mara for itB 
supposed inhabitants to breathe, for if there 
was no air it followed there oould be no 
water. To decide this that most wonderful 
of all instrnments,— to whioh distance is 
nothing and which oan separate into aya- 
tema what both the telesoopa and the camera 
declare to be one body, and sol vea the aecreta 
of tbo compoaition of suns — the apoctroaoopo 
—was culled into roquiaition, and, strange 
to relate, the moat careful obsarvations 
failed to discover a ainglo trace of any 
atmrnipboro on Mara, any more thin it ooiiM 
b'3 found on the moon which everybody 
knows ill UB duad aa a heavenly body cun 
very well ho. Then if Mara hua no uir 
what are we to Bay of ita ano.u c.ipi. 
for there the snow caps uro us 
pluin aa the noao on one's fuce, 
und you cun with a very ordinary glaan 
watch them melt from night to niglit and 
watch ulflo tbo anow Bottle down t.iid cciver 
the ruddy ground, .So in ilio end, ufter 
yoara of the moat careful, and conscieutioua 
observation; ufter spoculution the moat in- 
genioua and the most profound the oetron- 
omers aro nearly aa much in the dark ua 
ever they were and Mura keopu tbo aecrot of 
hia canals and the muteriala which go to 
make up ita viaiblo surface. The moat re- 
cent oontribntion to the literature of ths

THE OLD POLICIES. 

Liberal-Conservatives Would Govern 
This Dominion on the Plan Which 
Has Bronght Development. 



While Their OpiuiiientH Want Ollife tor 
Themselves at the Cost ol' liuiu 
to the Country. 



The enauing election of a House of Com 
mona for tho Dominion, whatever may bo 
tha exact date fixed, will be the fifth in 
which the question of protection vs. free 
trade in somo of ita many phases has been 
tho iaaue. Theao elections have been ,oon- 
aecutive. Other and minor iaauoa havo en- 
tered into tho various oampulgna, but tho 
great prodominating issue has been that in- 
volved in the trade qnestion. 

During the period from immediately prior 
to 187S down to the present It may be said 
that the attitude of the opposition party 
has altered in respect to the main issue aa 
often aa there have been general oloctione ; 
but in the main. In ths diitinct phasea of 
change — or in the evolution of tho Grit plat- 
form — there were three groat mutations 
which, Buoointly atated, were aa followa ; 

In IH/S, trade aa it waa in Canada then. 

In 1,SS7, trade aa it would be in Waahing- 
ton. 

In 1895, trade aa it ia in England. 

In tho campaign of KSSl.' tho oppoaition 
party accepted tho National Policy aa a 
necessity cf oqr industrial condition, with 
numerous reaervatlona. Tho Liberal policy 
was very little of unything that could be 
deacribed aa positive or determinable. 

In tlie cimpuign ol ISllD it waa a modiii- 
catiou of the Commercial Union policy of 
l.s.sO, known aa Unreatricted Reciprocity, 
which waa not more sucoesaful, because the 
odor waa recognized by the electors and 
rejeotod. 

The policy of the Liboral-Connervativo 
party throughout haa been one and the 
aame — but not an unvarying eysleni of high 
tarifia, not a cist iron rule of exclusion, not 
a alavish adhesion to one act of regulutionB 
for all conditiouB. It hua been protection in 
the true sense of that term — un udaptation 
of the tariff to conditiona as they exiated 
from time to time. Protection in that 
Benae doca not involve high tariff as a neoea- 
aary part of the ayatom. Indeed, free trade 
may form a very lurgo element of true pro- 
tection, aa it doca in Canada to-day. Uur 
free Hat ia a very lurgo one, and tho aggre- 
gate of our free importations forma a large 
percentage of the whole. Where tho ma- 
j jrity are bonelitted by free goods, auoh aa 
tea und sugar, wo havo it; wuoro it uieana 
cheap raw material for our manufacturers 
we have it ; where it ia for tho social und 
moral udvuiicement wo have it. 

Protection us a cast-iron ayalem ia abhor- 
rent ; free trade aa a ayatem absolute ia not 
less olij-cfioiiahlo. Neither is it philoaophi- 
c.d or Ii.imkI on cnmnion aonao. We liave two 
giiod examples of thia ; In England it has, 
or Ihreutoued to beciniie u futiah of the 
people. In the United Stalea protection hus 
run to uei d In boll- counlrloa the reaulta 
aro proving to had. In IC-iglund the 

gravoiit and inoHt in .light ful ol the bnaineaa 
men and Btatcsmcn aro beginning to aee that 
free trade carried on in tho face of an almost 
unbroken phalanx of prutOOtivo tariffd csn- 
not BUCcoBsfuUy operate. Thla oonvlc.ion 
forced it?elf uj)on 8') ijroat a mind ua ihi'tof 
Lord Salisbury, who simply oohood a fooling 
growing deep in the Britieh nation when he 
said : 

" That wo live in an age of war of tariffs, 
that every country has its weapons and we 
cannot fight unless we have our weapons 
too." 

That a nation may bo able for u time with 
advantage to lay its wo i|ionH uside 1 1 not 
argument for throwing uwoy ita woupona 
altogether. On the other bund, tho United 
.Slates waa 80 free with ita woupona und 
brundiidiod them ao high thut it haa un- 
lugoni/.iid nearly every great country in the 
world. (lanada baa not gono to one extreme 
or tho other, und it in to day enjoying u 
degree of prot|ierity which bidonga to neit lior 
Great I'.rituin nor the United .Sluten. It hua 
been denionatratod by experienco ua old 
ua history itaelf, thut tho truth liea in tho 
II oun : und comprondso is a greater eolvont 
than war. I'mada hua beconio a stable 
country, and ita commerciul, (inuncial und 
indnatrial estubliahmentH aro on a oound 
basis, dcHpite a period of great financial 
deproBsion throughout tho world. This haB 
boon duo to a ayatom of protootion, wi^o in 
its proviaiona, and common-aenao in its prin- 
olples. These are, of conrse, its general

NOT IMPOSBD UPON. 

There is, wn aec, In various quftrttra a 
good deiil of wild talk about the situation in 
Alunitobu and ihero la likely to bo more be- 
fore long. It ia very important indeed tiiat 
the people cf the Dominion generally should 
understand the exact position whioli the 
people of Manitoba oooupy in tbls matter of 
eduoation. 

It must bs remembered in the tirat place 
that they are being dealt with as their own 
law points out. They are not being iiuule 
the victims of oppieeaion. No one 
ia trying to impose on them. When 
the right of the Roman C&tholio minoriiy 
to appeal from the School law of the Prov- 
ince was being considered by the Judicial 
Comniittee of the Privy Council, the law its 
membera referred to to find out whether they 
poeaesaed that right or not, was the tbo 
Manitoba Act of 1S70. This is sliovn by a 
paragaaph from the decision of that tribunal 
which roads : 

The appeal to the Clovornor-CJeneral in 
Council was fouodod upon tho '22nil aodiion 
of the Manitoba Act, 1H70, and tho 9:ird 
section of the liritiah North America Act, 
1867. Hy the former of tho statutes (which 
waa contirmed and declared to bo valid and 
elloctual by an Imperial Statute) Manitobi* 
was created a Province of the Doiiiinlun. 

The natare of the Manitotia Act ia atill 
farther explained in the following para- 
graph from this same important judgment : 
The terina upon whiuh Manitoba was to 
become a Province of the Dominion were 
matter of negotiation botweoo reprenonta- 
tivea of tho inhabitania of Manitoba and 
of the Dominion Government, The terms 
agreed npon so far as eduoation was 
concsrned, mast be taken to be embodied In 
the 22nd aeotion of the Aot of 1870. Their 
Lordahipa do not thinli that anything ia to 
be gained by tbe inquiry how fir the provi- 
sions of this aeotion placed the Province of 
Manitoba in a different poeitlon from the 
other provinces or whether it was one more 
or less advantageous. There can be no pre- 
sumption as to tbe extent to which a varia- 
tion waa intended. Thla can only ba deter- 
mined by construing the words of the sec- 
tion according to timlr natural aignitiu.ition. 

The reader saea from this that the Mini- 
toba case was tried by the Manitobik law. 
(There are eome who appear to (hiok it bard 
that the people uf Manitobii to-day should 
be bound by an agreement made by the 
pooplo of Manitoba twenty-fivo yearn iigo. 
Hut covonAnta of this kind are made by uil 
ci\iliz9d peoples, and thsy are until they 
are duly abrogatad as binding on those who 
lived a hundred years after they wore made 
as they were on tho parties who actually 
agreed to them. The people of the United 
States of Americi, for instance, are under 
a solemn obligation to observe the cniidi- 
tiona of an agreement that waa maiin more 
than a hundred j'oara ago. Tho in- 
habitania iif Canada hold and exer- 
ciae rights and privileges and powers 
by virtue of a aimilar agreement made 
twenty-eight years ago, and the peace and 
welfare of the Dominion depend in a very 
groat measure on ila provisidiia being ru- 
llgiously observed. 

The ropresentotivea of the people ot Mani- 
toba in 1870 bound themselves and those 
who ahould luooeed them to oarry out the 
agreement which was then made with re- 
spect to education, ao woll as many other 
matters, and tho rcprcHoutativus of tho puoijlo 
of tho Hanio province to iluy obow by their 
aota that thoy feel and i.cknowledgo tho 
obligation of that agreement. Men are not 
ill-used or oppressed when they are required 
to perform the conditions of ngroonionta 
which Ibi'y have voluntarily ontorod into. 

lb might bo auppoaod that it would be 
unnecoeaary in thoBO days to remind men of 
thoir duty to ronpecl and obaervo agree- 
ments that were voluntarily made by the 
roprosentativea of a people, But If the 
language of aomo inun aupposed to ho liuol- 
llgent and honest, moans anything, wo ui o 
obliged to conclude that they ilo not car.- 
aider that they or tho community to v.hiuh 
thoy belong are under any such obligation. 
But they, no donbt, speak without due con- 
aideration. . They have not, it may be, 
thought about the nature of the ooveuant 



that has been made, or they mayjhave for- 
gotten tor .'.the moment that) an^ oorenant 
binding npon them had been made at all, 

A little reflaotion will, we are euro, oon- 
vioce all aensiblo, law-abiding mon that 
nothing, so far, has been done ia the matter 
of their achool law uf which the people of 
Manitoba have any reason to complain. 
The law o{ their own Province, haa, been tho 
guide both of the mombi>ra of the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council and of the 
Government of tho Dominion, Tho interpre- 
tation of tbo law in uil points except one is 
aoknowledged by all tobeaound. That point 
ia : Waa tbe Government of the Dominion 
bound to give a decision in aoDOidance with 
the judgment of the Privy Council } 

SOT OARBFUL BNOn&B. 

It is a pity that tho organ of tho Opposi- 
tion is not a little careful as to tho atate- 
menta it makes. In our yeaterday'a arti- 
cle wo did not take It for granted that 
tho Ministor of Justioo had resigned. The 
taking for granted was in faot rather the 
other way. We commented on the "rumors" 
that were afloat but wo did nob say that we 
boliovod them to be true. Wo asiumed that 
it was likely that Sir Charles H. Tupper 
had thought of resigning and perhaps talked 
about it but there ia not a word in 
our artiole that would lead the 
reader to sonolude that we were under the 
Impresaion that he had rooigned. Tho truth 
ia wo place very little reliance upon ruinora 
about ouch matters, no matter where they 
uomo from. The diapatch from Sc. John is 
us likely aa not — indeed more likely than 
not — to be a pure fabrioUion. We mnat see 
it confirmed by aome reliable authority be- 
fore we can believe that there la one word of 
truth in it. Unhappily nowa ia in theao 
dtiya nianuf ictured wholesale. Words are 
attributed to men that thoy never uttered, 
and thoy are declared to have intentions 
that thoy never droamotl of entertaining. 

THE RUMORS FROM OTTA li'A. 

The Mail and Empire, whloh is well-in- 
formed aa to what ia going on in Ottawa, 
did not place any very groat reliance upon 
the rumors of reaignationa and disagroo- 
monta that were onrrent a few days ago. It 
saya in its isstto of the 2nch : 

Tho reported Cabinet crisia at Ottawa 
waa, it aoenis, to a very large e.ttont, a eriala 
upon paper. It had unu basis of fact. Sir 
Ctiarlee Hibbort Tupper had expresaod a 
prtferenoo for a diasolution, and had in- 
timated that ho waa ready to realgn ahould 
a Hoaslon ba called, and ahould his roalgea 
tion, owing to hia divergence on thia point, 
bo desired. Out of tho circumstance grew 
tho story that he had been oontendini; for 
tho leadership of tho Commons, and for the 
I'romiership, a, atatcment which there ia 
reaaon to believe ia entirely without founda- 
tion. To thia fiction were added reporta of 
Ministerial reaignationa in bharp succeaeion 
until it appeared aa if thi entire Cabinet 
waa falling to pleoea like a houao of cards. 
The question of dissolution or a session la 
one upon which opinions may fairly differ. 
Id can be readily understood that Sir 
(yhnrles, and perhaps other Conaervatlvee, 
foeliog deeply the necessity to the oonntry 
of an early determination on the part of the 
people to hold to the protective policy, 
should urge an appeal in advance of a ses- 
sion. 

There are strong points on both sidoa of 
the ijuestion. It is deolared from Ottawa 
that an arrangement of the two views is not 
only pDSsible, but is actually being eiFooted. 
Tho solution is a brief aosaion, and an elec- 
tion aa soon afterwards aa poaaiblo. 
Through tho pubiiuity which the divergence 
haa received Sir Charlea Tupper ia hearing 
aomething about himself. It appears th»t 
there wore great rt joicinga at Waahington 
ovor tho report that he was to stop down 
and out. He had atood firmly at Paris fur 
the protection of Canada's Intereat it: the 
aoal fisheriea, and Waahington was glad to 
know that this persiatont obatrucl ioniat wns 
about to disappear. No doubt Washington 
would alao wtlcomo tho destruction of tho 
Government as a whole. It has far more 
to gain from Sir Riohard than from the men 
who are now at tho helm. 



THE OLOBB'S RBBUKB. 

The Toronto Globe, we are pleased to sec, 
gives tho Liberal newapapora which are coa- 
tiQually declaring that protection is the 
cause of the hard timea in the Dominion a 
sharp rap over the knuckles. It says : 
" Every intelligent person knows that the 
trade depression ia no respetst^r of fiscal sys- 
tems, ll riden b .h'.id thorn uil." But there 
aro I .lits u liu profeaa to bo intelligent who 
are continually trying to convince the people 
of Canada that the national policy is the 
oauae of the sctroity of money, 
the dullness of trade, the want of employ- 
ment, and, in fact, nearly overy other evil 
that people complain of in i.heno daya. When 
tho iiupii jrter of lli-i N vtiij;ial Policy direct- 
ed thoir alteril ion lo the fuct that all these 
evlla exist In I'nglund although i* has had 
free trade for fifty years tho cunning but in- 
ooQBlstent Grits turn round and aocuse their 
opponents of asserting that free trade Is the 
cauae of tho hard timea. They wax very In- 
dignant and talk very loudly in tho hope, 
we auppoao, that thoao who hear them will 
not ooe through their rather aharp trick. Bui 
if the proteotioniab keeps his temper and 
haa hia wita about him he will not allow 
hlmaelf to bo misrepresented in such 
an unprincipled woy. Ho will show thono 
who listen lo the controvoroy that there ia u 
very wide diirorencu botwoon tho two atate- 
m'.mta. " Hard tirnoa have overtaken (Jront 
Britain although it has had free trade for 
fifty years," and " Free trade is the cause of 
hard times In Great Britain." But the 
crafty Grits have an object in trying to con- 
vince tho public that the latter atatement haa 
tho name signification as the former. Thoy 
want the people of Canada to l)eliovQ that 
if thoy ever establish free trade aa it ia in 
England in thia country ite inhabitanta will 
oscape tho ilia from which they are now to 
aomo extent, oulfering, and will bo prospor- 
oua over after. But thia deluaion will not 
be entertained for a moment Ijy tho Cana- 
dian who knows that the ijuoplo of Great 
Britain after lifly years cf froo trade aro 
suffering from hard times far more intensely 
than the people of tho Dominion of Canada 
under a moderately protective tariff.

SALMON OFFAL SUITS. 

Text of the Jndgment of tfr. Justice 
DraUo Dptaoiaiugr the In- 
janctio&9.

Thefle HOtloQt 6»ine on together biJ5 
eVideliue i& the first aotion was agreed to bo 
need as evidence In the aeoond aotion as far 
as appropriate. The action la brought tor 
on injunotion to restrain the defendant 
from depositiuR fiah oHil in the Fraser river 
to tho detriment of navigutloD and the an- 
noy:»nco tf the public. The plaintifT further 
allefiCB in tho ultornativo that tho river and 
tho aiilmon liahury therein is under the ox- 
cluaivn (;9ntro! of the Uoininloo and th it the 
of the defendant: were iu violatlou of 
tbo fishery acts and in dcrcgi»tlon of tho 
crown riglita over tho foroehoro. 

The defendant denies the OBoapo of f4lal 
Into the river and alloRea that tho tiahury 
acta having provided penullica for any 
breach of tho law, there can be no other 
penalties impoaod. And further that the 
Attorney Ceneral of the Dominion has no 
rifiht of aotion. 

Tho evUenoe on tho plainiill'a part dia 
oloaed the fact that on certain days a largu 
amount of offal eaoaped Into the river from 
the defendant's cannerf , and In fact no evi- 
dence was adduced by the defendant to hIiow 
that any offal was disposed of otherwiiic 
than by depositing lb in the river. The 
amount of offil which arises from the can 
nery operations was estimated atone-thim 
of the total pack. This pack last year waa 
360,000 cases, whioh woald make tho 
amount placed in the river over 4,000 tons, 
and this deposit waa made chiefly within 
the month when the eockeye run ot liah \\a 
in tho river. It waa proved that large de 
poaita of offil were left by ' he water on th' 
river bank, creating a very offensive nuisance, 
tho greater part aank to tho bottom of the 
river and aomo of tho tiaherinen gave it afl 
tlieir opinion that this output of filth check- 
ed tho Gah from acining into tho river. Aa 
to thia, it ifi a matter of opinion, and tho 
data on whioh it is based rrquiroa more care- 
ful obaervatlon than haa aa yot been given 
to it. It cnunot bo disputed from tho e.x 
porienoa of other rivers and Btroama that 
pollution of the water is, if not deatruotivo 
to tidh life, ono causo why liah deaert tho 
waters when thia takea place. The defend- 
ant's counsel suggested that this offal waa 
eaten by organiama which in turn were eaten 
by aalmon, and therefore, it waa beneficial 
to the fish, a theory without any aatiafao- 
tory foundation. In addition to thia evi- 
dence of nuisance, the fiahormen com- 
plained that their nets were destroyed by 
oho efTtCta of the otT.il and tho water 
of the river polluted. Dr. Walker stated 
that a large number of typhoid caaea 
existing in the camps, in hia opinion, 
arose from drinking the river water. Dr. 
BelMrvIng, on the other hand, while aa 
mitting the existence of typhoid, oonii'der 
It owing to the onsanltary arrangements of 
the fishermen's camps on the banks of the 
river, and the overorowding and filth there- 
by engendered. Whatever may bo tho 
cause, the fact of its existence is undoubted 
tEhe defendant denies the right of the At 
torney-General of the Dominion to proseoute 
this aotion on the ground that if the offal la 
a nuisanoa, the provincial Attorney-General 
is the only person who can take proceedings 
in the intoreat of tho public. I do not ogreo 
with thia contention, becauao the Dominion 
has tho control of tidal rivers, harbors, fjah 
- erios and navigation, and tho action in some 
degree aflects all these queetiona. With re 
gard to tho pollution of tho atroam by offal 
tho Dominion haa under tho fiahoriea act 
made rigalationa and in:p:)scd ponaltioa, 
therefore, although tho provincial Attorney 
General might with regard to the nuisance 
lake proceedings, yot as regards the tiahor- 
ies and the conservation of tho river, ihu 
authority is voated in the Dominion parlia- 
ment. 

Tho defendant'a first ground ia that as tho 
DoiDinion legialaturo has expressly legialated 
with respect to olfal and imposed fines and 
imprisonmnnt for any infraction of tho law 
to be recovered before juacicea of the peace, 
therefore thia court hua not power to impose 
an additional penalty by way of injunction 
and ho relies on the Institute of Patent 
Afzonts vs. Lr.ckwood, 189-1, H. of L. 

If this was an aotion to recover damages 
for allowing the offil to escape into the 
river, there would be great force In the con- 
tention, bnt what the plaintiff seeks to 
restrain is the nuisance which arises from 
the defendant's neglecting to comply witli 
the law; tho ouisaooe affects the public, and 
whether or not there was any law prohibit- 
ing the placing of the offal in tho river, tho 
dtfendant would be liable for a nuisance, 
even if it arose from doing a lawful act, and 
J easel in Cooper vh. Whittinghani, IT, C D , 
o(Jl, In dealing with this point auya that 
-.vhere an act creates a now offence, and 
enacts a pari icular penalty, aa a general rule 
tho perfion procM-ding under thoalatulo was 
juritined to Ihu ricuvery df tho penalty in 
tho mode pr' PL'ribfcil ; but the rule waa aub 
joot to two exci p'iona, the ancillary remedy 
in equity i)y in junction to prtjtfct a right — 
that ia a mode of preventing thai being done, 
which if done would be an elKnco. \Vhen- 
ever tho act ia illigal and ia threatened, the 
court will intnrfore to prevent tho act being 
dune; and thfi sei'.iind i xoi'ption in under thii 
iudicaluro ur:, which uimbteB the court, to 
grant an injunction in all lmhi h in which it 
shall appear to tho court jii.it and convenient 
and this authority ho aaya ia a general sup- 
plement to all acta of parliament. 

In the present oiae, rii>hts in;lepondi-nl- of 
tho statute areallected, the right of the pul)- 
llo to pure air and wat-er, tho right of the 
tif>hermen to carry on their lawlul business 
without tho annoyance and nuisance of fish 
offal injuring their nets. In tho patent 
case, the rights of the public were not 
affected, but only those of a statutory body; 
In addition a nuisance la an Indictable 
offence at cummon law, and is also tho sub- 
ject of a civil aotion. 

The defendant first contended, that in 
fact what they did was of itself inaufliclent 
to cause a nmsanoe, but only became u 
aoisanoe (if at all) by the number of other 
aanneries all doing tbo same thing. Kvery 
ono who contributes to a nuisance is liable. 
If in the aggregate a nuisance is" proved — 
tThorpo vs. Brutnfitt, S L. H., 011,1)50; 
Blair it Sumner vh. Deacon, 1)7 L T. , ■'il.'.') 

Tho defendant first contended that th-!re 
waa no cvi<lf'nio that they oil her threatened 
or conteinplcvtcd a renewal of tho nuieai o ■, 
and as tho (itiiing waa not being carried on 
now, it waa necessary to show that tho de- 
fendant intended at aotno future tinio to re- 
peat the nuiaance. 

The plaintiff amended his claim alleging 
that tho defendants intended to carry on 
tfaeir business this year, and if so the rea- 



sonable presumption ia thai; there would ho 
a renewal of the nr.laanco, and the di fond.ii.6 
idmittod the intention to cirry on tho can- 
nery, hut R\iil thoy were making pvcpara- 
tinnH In eff c! ually prdvcnt any eacapo of 
offal into the river. Jf ihay aj'O euccsseful 
ia the preveiuivo mcni)Un.'S ih.y prc'l'.DSO i'u 
i'ljunflliu:; will not uHact them. The object 
of thu plaintin-' will bo attaineil if in tho 
future operationa of tho oisuutry the 'jSA ia 
nroventtd from polluting tho r!v.r and the 
bankE — 'it in not the object to tiitcrfcro with 
a voluiblo ioduBtry and prevent its auooeas- 
ful working, but only to control ilu mothoda 
B] as not t3i{>rejudioe the public or to irjuri- 
ously affect the Industry wbiob the govern- 
ment is anxiona to protect. 

In Munn's case the only adiltional evid- 
ence Is, that he has established what he con- 
siders a snffioiout protectioo for removing ' 
"'L"*''*'' J T satifcuod from the 

uoUeve. Tho endloaa chain with cleuta 
would doubtless bo tffoctivo for removing 
ll(|uidB. but not eollda, and thu atatement ot 
tho witnesB for the crown, that it brought 
hack nearly aa much aa it removeci, con- 
tirma thia view. His further statomont that 
ho employed boats and oanoos to remove tho 
atr.ffout to sea, oiu hardly bo strioily ac- 
curate, as the amount rrquirod to be re- 
moved would nquire a daily ll^et of boats, 
whioh would materially intoifuro with hia 
fishini; arrangements. I think in this case, 
its welt as K Men'e, the injunction should go, 
and there will be sufficient time for the de- 
fundants to malce satisfaotory arrangements 
lor carrying, tjut their devices for removing 
this ofTal before the fishing begins. 

Tho parties must understand thai) thoy 
cannot bo allowed to contravene cbe law. 

\\ ith regurd to the costs— Ewen sinca the 
close of the ii.ihing season has ootnmoiicdl 
airuolui al altorations, whioh he thinks v.ill 
I tr.;ir the I hjcct In view. Munn may have 
to imprtivii I'la devi a so ..a loaalijfy the 
lishiry mUhdriiiej.

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HANGING TO A BRIDLE 



A THRILLING ADVENTURE IN THE BIG 
HORN MOUNTAINS. 



A Hunter Held Over a Bottomless Canyon 
by Bla Horse's Bridle Heln — ^Tba ItXys- 
tery of Two BIfie Shots Explained — How 
Jasb Cleared the I'ath. 

Daring the fall of 1877, jnst af ter the 
expedition n-hioh had resulted in the 

niiiuiiiH dnwij and capturing of Chief 
Jiiscph anil hiH li-.tiul of warriors, my 
troop was dotacbod to u]ako a scout 
from Camp BroWQ down through the 
Rattlesnake range to tlie Platte river 
anil from there to the Yollowstouo by 
way (if tlio (roDHu Cruek trail. 

Whoii we camped on Uloar creek, a 
roinrade uamcd Leo and I started oil' 
for a day's htiuting among the higli 
peaks of tbo Bij; Horn niouiitaius, ux- 
pi'C'ting to t^ot a t'uw .sbi^pp. Loo was a 
UKin of extraordinary Htrungtli and was 
noted in tlio rogiiueut for liis feats of 
musoular ability. 

Wo asoondoil tlio niouutain by a floor 
trail, Loo riiliiij:; in advance. Tbo trail 
lod uj) a "lingbaok" until it ran out 
ayainsfc tbo sido of tbo niouutain, wlieu 
wo bad to pick our way over the side 
hill until wo struck another trail wind- 
ing in a Kigzag manner toward the snm- 
niit. Wo dismounted and led our horses, 
for tlio trail ran dangorously clo.-io to the 
oilgo of a clifi' tliat foriiiod one sido of 
an iiuniotuso canyon, whose depth we 
oould only guess. Narrower and nar- 
rower grew the trail as we advanced 
until it sooinod to tnrniiiiato nt a point 
only a short distanoo in front of us. \Vu 
iiiovud forward oaiuiously, for on ono 
sido tbo mountain appeared to riso from 
uudor our very foot into a wall of solid 
rock. Ou the other sido we looked into 
the depths of the great canyon, which 
would prove an etornal {.;ravo to either 
of US sbduld bo loso bis footiiif; and top- 
ple into it. 

Tbo ajiparout tormiuatiou of the 
trail was duo to a curve at that point, 
to round which required steady nerves. 
Wo passed it safely, but bad not f,'one 
20 yards wben both borsos bout tlieir 
ears forward, snorted and showed evi- 
dences of the greatest terror. Before I 
could ascertain the cause of it, being in 
roar of Loo's horse and unable to see 
boyond it, a shot was bred thab awoke 
ten thousand ecboos. 

What followed tiio sound of the shot 
happened so quickly that 1 did not re- 
alize danger until I found mj-self bang- 
ing between life and death, ikly borso, 
unablo to soo what was in the path 
ahead of u^, but whose instinct warned 
bini of tile presence of some dreaded 
wild boast, bad stopped in terror, and, 
when the shot was fired, suddenly threw 
up his head and bewail backintj. I bad 
pulled the reins ovor bis bead when I 
di,siiiount'-d and lield tbeni in iin- right 
hand, to wliich fact I owed my escape 
from instant death. The rapid back- 
ward movement of the horse and the 
sudden tossing of bis head throw mo off 
luy balaiif^o. and before I could recover 
I was falling ovor tho elilT. 

Instinctively I figlitenod my hold on 
tho reins and encUiavorod to grasp tho 
edge of tho cliff with my left hand as I 
was rolling ovor. I did succeed ia check- 
ing tbo shook of my fall somewhat, but 
could not seouro a bold suflieiont to sus- 
tain njy widgbt. I'er a iiioiiieiit I bung 
suspended over tho terrible abyss, my 
whole weight resting upon my right 
arm. Quick as a flash 1 grasped the 
reins with my loft also, and tboro I 
bung, expooliiig deatli every instant, 
for I knew that my borso would not 
stand long in the position he then held. 

I could see Iiira standing above me, 
and the beauty of bis poso and tbo rig- 
idity nf his position, as be stood braeeri 
against tho weight dangling at tho end 
of his bridle rein, made an impression 
upon my memory that will never bi^ 
eradioated. 

I a.-kod myself bow iiiuob longer it 
was possilile to bang by so frail a sup- 
port as a bit of leatluT. The grip of my 
h.^Ilds was so tight that my finger ends 
wore tingling and burning as tbougb 
touched with a hot iron. 

Suddenly another shf)t rang oul, 
awakoiiiiif^ a myriad of echoes that 
soeniod to mork ino with shrill laughtc^r. 
Again tbat baidvward niovi«iiiont of my 
horse, and as I fidt the roins drag along 
tho edge nf the ]ire"ipii-e I tbongbt I 
Timst Mircly go ;in(l fall. .Siraiigo 
thungiit> jii'^'an to (lash through my 
brain, mental pictures of loved ones 
long since dead appeared to whisper 
prayers for me, (here wassiuging in my 
oars, ancl 1 realized that my stri'iiglh 
was giving: I Hit. 

.lust lie II I heanl niy name spoken. 
At lir,-r 1 tl:n;)Lrlit it was but the voico 
of ono of III'! vi,-,iiins my excited braiu 
bad c'li J ured nji, Ihitne; them itsnund- 
od aga;ii. It was l.of's voir.', cahii, cul- 
loctod and insjiiriiig. Ho was whisper- 
ing words of caution. 

(Jponiug my eyes, I saw bis face above 
me — what a white, scared face it was, 
I thought! Slowly, oh, so slowly, bis 
hand .stole down the roins until It rested 
upon ni}- wrist. Then Iboro was a i|uick 
griji (if pnwi rful fingors, an exertion of 
wonderful strength, and I was in sufoty. 
Lee told me afterward that I was un- 
conscious when he stretched mo out ou 
tho traiL 

The first shot had been fired at a 
mountain lion that crouched in tbo trail 
a short distance ahead and had sent it 
cra.sliing into tho depths of tho canyon. 
Hearing my cry of fear as I toppled over 
llio hriidc uf the (dill', be had sliiit bis 
Imrso to clear a iiatli to get back to 
where I was and had been in time to 
rescue me. — 'W. P. Coulter in San Pran- 
oisoo Argonaut.

INFANT PRODIGIES. 



Some Famotu Men IVlioge Childhood Was 
as BemMrkable as Tlioir Dlaturlty. 

Sir Christopher Wron was a prodigy 
in youth, as in maturity. Ougbtrod, tbo 
flist mathoniatician of his day, declaro.s 
iu the preface to his great book that au 

"ingouions boy, gentleman commoner 

at Wadliaiii," bad en!ar'_;ed tbe sciences 
of aslronoinj', yiioiiioiiies, statics and 
mechanics by most brilliant discov- 
eries, "praeclaris invcutis. " This was 
Wren at tbo ago of 15. A year Ixd'eri) 
that ho had taken out a patent for an iu- 
Btrumont to write with two pous at tho 
same time. In tho same j'ear ho was ap- 
pointed demonstrating assistant on anat- 
omy at Suigeous' ball. 

Wren lived to justify his early prom- 
ise, but Dugal Stewart tells us of a boy 
who, as he hoped, "would rival tho 
fame of Sir Isaac Newton." This was 
tlio son of Count Pusf^stall. "I eanuot 
bolp considering bim, " wroto tho 
Hcotelx professor, "as tlio most extraor- 
dinary prodigy of iiitidlectual cndow- 
nient that bas ever fallen under my 
kii(j\vledg(?. " Tins is a f^'roat sayinjj in- 
diMid from Duf^al Stewart, who was not 
given to eiitliusiasni nor caridess cxpren- 
sion. 

Unfortunately wo have no detailed 
information about tho youth's acquire- 
munts in later years. Ho died at li) of 
geiKtral decay apparently. J3iil Mr. Le- 
inaistro met bim in bis tr.avds i.nd pub- 
lished au account in l.SO(>, the boy b.'- 
ing then 6 years old. "Ho sits on a car- 
put, surrounded by his boolf.s, and when 
tbo gravest and most acul'' n niarks 1a:i 
from the lips of t!i!> liitlc )H,soii a 
spirit seems to sjieak ratiii r tli:in cbilii, 
and tho lino exprehsi(.iii v. bieb ^]Jlui.l s 
on his countenance tends to streii>;liieii 
the idea. " 

Among other test.':, yir. Leinaistro 
asked him to maho a map of tbo Vene- 
ti;m empire, wbicli be did witb acenraey. 
Tliose eiiliilietenr lo ,li:il;:" tbo fact; will 
readily believe lliat ibe ebild of o years 
who performed itwa.s an animated mir- 
acle. Tho French ainiies barred nearly 
every r(jad in Kiii'ipM to an English 
traveler at tbaL (l.ile. -Mr. fjeniaistro 
asked bow Ik; (■(juld y^a boine without 
touching Hanoverian, French or Dutch 
territory. 'Tbo ebild "instantly traced 
on the globe tlui single mad remaining 
open." Itis^V(dl i'nr this gentleman's 
crctlit that Dugal Stewart's evidence, 
long afterwar<l, makes the story possi- 
ble, — Chicago Times.

TDKKEY UNDEK SUFEKVISION. 

Tho United Ktatps Will Adopt Hmyrnn kb a 
Naval .stiiiipUi}; l'lac(!. 

Washi.noto.n, April ■)— L^Bt year tho 
United States steamship Chicago, Admiral 
KrboD commanding, was In Smyrna, in 
Western Turkey, and after a conference 
with American residents there the Admiral 
agreed to report to the navy department in 
favor of making Smyrna a nival station for 
the Mediteranoan Eijuadron. Kepreaenta- 
tives of tho Ameiican board of commlBsion- 
ers for foreign mlasiona have joined in the 
appeal, bacuuso they regard Smyrna as a 
moat important point for such a defender of 
American interests in that part cf the 
Mediterranean. Conatuntlnoplo cannot bo 
approached by auoh veaaela without special 
ptrniit, and such permit cannot be secured 
easily. 

Next to tho capital, the commercial in- 
t iresta of Smyrna are vastly in advance cf 
any other port in Turkey. British, French, 
liuRsian, German and Italian gunboats vie t 
it freciuently, apending sometimes several 
vvetka there, but the American Qig has been 
very seldom seen. The ii lluence of auoh 
vi'iirs ci'.nnot ho qneetioned, for news of a 
gunboat in Smyrna is carried at once far 
into the interior. 

Orders have just been issued from the 
ravy department directing the U.S. 3. San 
Francisco to sail from Palermo to Smyrna 
I his week. Turkey is more impreaeed by a 
dcmonatration of foroe than by much 
wisely planned diplomacy, and there ia 
scarcely anything which the government 
could do which would give more satiefuc- 
i in, in view of the widespread interest in, 
^riil anxiety over American interests in Tur- 
key, than thin bringing of some repreaenta 
rivf-H of tho U S. navy olope to tho view of 
Turkish govurnuiuot and within reach of 
the cupitai of tho empire.
